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COMMENTS 
Re: Audit of the Town of Palermo 
February 25, 1944 to February 19, 1945 
- The 1944 tax. commitment was found to be in agree- 
ment with the Assessors’ Records. 

The balance due from the Collector is presented by 
a list of unpaid taxes taken from the records. 

The excise tax collections were verified with the 
copies of the receipts issued. As the money received on 
excise taxes was not paid to the Treasurer according to 
the receipts issued, it was necessary to stop the verifica- 
tion on the last sheet turned over to the Selectmen. As 
an amount of $31.89 was paid in excess of the tax sheets, | 
it was necessary to set this amount up as a deferred credit. 

It is recommended that payment to the Treasurer 
cover a stipulated amount of excise tax receipts. : 

As far as could be ascertained, all receipts were re- 
corded and the cash was deposited in the bank. 

Expenditures were made by check from properly 
authorized warrants, supported by invoices and payrolls 
on file. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 
Payments recorded as received on tax liens were found to 
have been applied against the proper items. 

The trust fund investments were examined and all 
income withdrawn appeared to have been properly ex-. 
pended. 

Verifications to the extent deemed necessary were 
made of the asset and liability accounts. 

It is reeommended that receipts be drawn to cover 
the Withholding Tax deductions and when payment is 
made, a warrant given to cover same.

“‘There are many areas and some whole states where 
good schools cannot be provided without imposing an 
undue local tax burden on the citizens. It is essential 
to provide adequate elementary and secondary schools 
everywhere, and additional educational opportunities 
for large numbers of people beyond the secondary level. 
Accordingly, I repeat the proposal of last year’s Budget 
Message that the federal government provide financial 
aid to assist the states in assuring more nearly equal op- 
portunities for good education. 

‘“As a part of our total public works program, con- 
sideration should be given to the need for providing ad- 
equate buildings for schools and other educational insti- 
tutions. In view of current arrears in the construction 
of educational facilities, I believe that legislation to 
authorize grants for educational facilities, to be matched 
by similar expenditures by state and local authorities, 
should receive the favorable consideration of Congress.” 

President Truman 
, ‘At this time many towns are making long-range 
plans for the improvement of school facilities. In some 
cases these plans contemplate repairs or additions to 
present structures. In other cases communities are at- 
tempting to formulate a building program which will ad- 
equately serve the educational needs of the children. 

It is doubtless 
necessary to point out that this planning should be 
most thoroughly and carefully done, since in many in- 
stances the initial step in construction will, to a large de- 
gree, commit the town to an educational pattern for the 
Next fifty of seventy- five years.’

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Town of Palermo, For Year 1945 


GREETINGS: 
& 

1945, Victory in war, and we ask ourselves, have we 
been as faithful in our duties on the home front? Have 
we given sufficient thought to developing a stronger 
generation by building healthier bodies, cleaner minds, 
and better morals? Have we protected our children 
from communicable diseases? The State Bureau of Health 
through its Public Health Nursing Service has endeavored 
to help your community to do these things; by teaching 
the principles of good health, physically, mentally and 
morally. Ovr staff is still depleted but we are trying to 
maintain these principles. 

It gives me pleasure to report the following activities 
for your town during the year 1945: 

22 days were spent in your town carrying out the 
Public Health Nursing Program. The success of this 
program is largely due to the splendid cooperation of 
your Local Health Council. } 

Home visiting was made to individual families. 

1 Child Health Conference was held with an atten- 
dance of 12, all receiving physical examinations and im- 
munization against smallpox, diphtheria, and whooping 
cough. 

School work consisted of the annual tuberculin test- 
ing in all schools with no active cases of tuberculosis 
found. 

The immunization clinic for protection against Ty- 
phoid Fever was repeated this year with approximately 
80 children and adults receiving inocculations. This was 
sponsored by the local Health Council funds with the 
Bureau of Health supplying the biologicals.

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The Palermo Health Committee offered free immu- 
nization for diphtheria to all school children and adults. 
those previously’immunized were given one more inoccu- 


_lation as an added protection. 88 were present. It will be

Child Health. Conferences, at least 3 for the year. 

Tuberculin Testing in all schools. 

Audiometer testing for hearing loss in all schools. 

Continuation of Local Health Council.
